SOLDIERS FIRE AT MBS 


Seven Wen* Killed and a Number 
of Others Wounded, 


MILITIA IS TAUNTED. 


Company A of the .National Coart! 
and Sheriff and Deputies Hate 
an Exciting Time Endear* 
oring to (Juell Itiot. 


Evansville, Ind., 
Ju ly 
7.—Six 
shot 
(Bead and tw enty-five Injured, four fa ­ 
tally, was the outcom e of the race rlota 
th a t canoed a reign of terro r In th is 
city for four day#. 
A t IO 30 M onday 
night the E vansville com pany of the 
Indiana N ational guard, assisted by 200 
special deputy sheriffs, wa* sw orn In. 
W hile guarding the Jail, In which six ­ 
teen negro prisoners are confined, they 
poured a deadly volley of buckehot and 
bullet# Into a crowd of several th o u ­ 
sand people led by IOO rioters, arm ed 
and desperate, who were pressing them 
back 
am id 
jeers, th re a ts 
and 
foul 
m outhing#, accom panied by stones and 
m issiles, and when the volley sm oke 
lifted th irty -o n e w ounded 
and 
dead 
bodies lay on the pavem ents. The con­ 
tention is as to who fired the first shot. 
the soldiers or the rioters. 
T h at the 
troops were fired on Is proved by the 
fact th a t of the fallen four were m em ­ 
ber# of the com pany. 
T heir w ounds 
are slight. 
The crow d. Irritate d by the 
presence of the soldiers guarding the 
prisoners, shouted th eir determ ination 
to again break open the Jail and get 
th'- negroes. 
F or h a lf an hour or more 
the crush of th-- m ob ag ain st the line 
of soldier# had grow n worse. 
The sol­ 
di* rs w arned, prom inent citizens beg­ 
ged the crowd to disperse, and city o f­ 
ficials back of the line of soldiers con­ 
sulted 
w ith 
the 
com pany captains. 
T here were m any personal encounters 
s s the rio ters pressed the line, A stone 
w as throw n, a soldier fell. a bayonet 
w as th ru st Into a rio ter and the order 
to fire w as given. 
It w as all over in 
a m inute. 
The mob scattered and d is­ 
appeared. The dead and wounded w ere 
tak en to th eir hom es and hospitals and 
the line of soldiers reform ed. All night 
th e troops stood w ith ready weapons 
•ro u n d th e Jail. while inside the negro 
prisoners preyed for m ercy and pro­ 
tection. 
A t 2 o'clock in the m orning, under or­ 
ders from G overnor D urbin, the V in­ 
cennes m ilitia arrived and relieved the 
E vansville troops, who are down on 
the c o u r t h o u s e 
yard 
and 
slept 
on 
th eir arm s. 
There w as no dem onstra­ 
tion when th " relief troops arrived,

N egroes are leaving the city in large 
J num bers, vow ing they will return. 


EVANSVILLE EXCITED 


People Stirred Up Over the Event* of 
the Past Few Nights. 
E vansville. Ind.. June 7.—The trag e ­ 
dies of M onday night, w hereby h alf a 
dm?»n people w ere killed and probably 
i h alf a dozen m ore were fatally w ound­ 
ed. some tw enty-five m ore or less bad- 
j ly wi inded, w as a genuine shock to the 
j people of th is city. 
M ost of the killed 
and n o u n 
*d were m em be s < f promi­ 
nent fam ilies, and th e terrible events 
of M onday night left bur, Ire is in a 
p retty m uch dazed condition. 
T here la 
m uch criticism of the n utin, but the 
soldiers probably acted 
w ithin th eir 
rg h ts as laid down by law, end it seem s 
th a t th* sufferers or their friend.-? or rel­ 
atives

redress. 
The 
soldiers come from all ran k s of life in 
the city, and m any of them are close 
personal friends of some of the g re a t­ 
est sufferers as the result of the pro­ 
m iscuous firing th a t took place at the 
tim e of the clash. 


Evansville, Ind., Ju ly 7.—Following) 
four days of rioting and general law ­ 
lessness, th is city M onday night saw 
th e m ost terrible of its experiences 
w ith rioter*. 
Seven persons are dead 
an d fourteen are know n to be injured. 
A t 10:30 o’clock M onday night the 
m em bers of C om pany A F irst R egi­ 
m ent In d ian a N ational guard, a fte r a 
d ay ’s vigilance guarding the county 
jail and IOO 
deputy 
sheriffs 
under 
Sheriff C hris K ra tz fired point blank 
Into a m ob of 1000 m en gathered on 
F o u rth , 
D ivision 
and 
Vine streets, 
surrounding th e Jail, and attem pting 
Its capture. 
From 7 o’clock M onday 
m orning until the hour of the c a ta s­ 
trophe, the crowd surged about the 
Jell I calling th*.- m ilitiam en vile nam es, 
assailing them w ith stones and b e ra t­ 
ing the deputy sheriffs who guarded 
th** Jail. 
At 9 o’clock the mob g rad u ­ 
ally becam e more and more excited. 
A t 
10:30 o’clock 
the rioters pressed 
slowly forw ard and they forced the 
m ilitiam en back tow ard the jail until 
the alleyw ay betw een Division street 
and the stone building w;ss reached. 
Then the leaders w ith a bicycle In 
their front as a shield to the bayonets 
of the soldiers attem pted to enter the 
alley and storm the alleyw ay entrance. 
C aptain Blum of the N ational guard 
ordered a charge on the rioters 
Sud­ 
denly a rioter fell. 
A soldier tried to 
d rag him to his feet, b ut before he 
could w as assaulted by a rioter. Stones 
and boulders began to fly through the 
air. 
A soldier w as stru ck w ith a rock 
and fell. 
A rio ter w as knocked down 
w ith a gun b u tt and then a shot was 
fired. 
The one shot started a fusilade 
of m u sk etry and shot gun fire from th® 
defenders of the Jail and a scattered 
re tu rn fire from the rioters.
